In particular, the error upon which reissue is ba$ed is that in the original application, we failed to 
claim an additive suitable for use in a foamablc polymer composition, and a foamable polymer 
composition comprising an alkenyl aromatic polymer and an additive. Wc believe the original 
patent also to be wholly or partially inoperative or invalid by reason of our claiming more than 
wc had a right to claim. In particular, the additional error upon which reissue is based is that in 
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the original application, the blowing agent in the original claims failed to recite that the blowing 
agent was a non-solid blowing agent comprised of a combination of atmospheric and organic 
gases. All such errors which are being corrected in this reissue application up to the time of 
filing this reissue declaration arose without any deceptive intent on our part. Those errors are 
believed to be corrected by tlie proposed amendments to original claims 1-18 and lo new claims
